That more than 2,000 Georgians for- 
merly receiving old-age assistance dropped 
off the state welfare rolls in July attests 
to the effect of the law passed at the last 
session of the General Assembly requiring

Yet, this law already is under attack by 


some legislators and there are almost cer-. 


tain to be moves to repeal it or modify it 
when the Legislature convenes again next 
) January. These attacks are purely political 


ones, inspired by wrathful sons and daugh- 
ters who haveri’t the decency to take care 
of their aged parents but whose votes count 


in an election. 


Some are spreading the tale the state is 


ruthlessly tossing aged persons off the wel- 


fare rolls if their children refuse to support 
them. That simply is not so. Under the law 
no one is taken off the rolis on that ac- 


count, But the state is empowered to take 


legal action against financially able chil- 


dren to recover the money spent. That is 


as it should be. 
There also are complaints the income 
schedule established by the Welfare De- 


tony. The Communists will cling to the 
hope of obtaining this psychological ad- 
vantage as long as there is a bare possibil- 
ity the UN may weaken. : 

We can be sure our negotiators at Kae- 
song will not weaken. 

Present battle lines offer a strong de- 


fensive position along which to deploy 


troops when and if the cease-fire is ef- 
fected.

MUNSON, Korea—Dear Ralph: Last nighj, with John Dille, the 
Life reporter, I walked for two hours through the dead ruins of 


.Sedul. There was a half moon that came and went through clouds, 


and in all this great bleak, desolate city there was no light except 
this fitful coming arid going of the moon, and no-human sound. As 
we walked through the rubbled streets, the dangling iron and tin 
that hung fh the shattered ruins squeaked and groaned as they 
moved under the pushing of the wind, and gaunt cats stalked the 
rubble, crying piteously. Strange little squirrel-like animals with 
long, furry tails scurried in and out of the ruins, and we felt like ex- 
plorers, dropping down on some lost planet to find there an ancient 


city long deserted, even though we knew that in the crevices of the 


rubble, in corners of shattered buildings, people lived. 


. lI remember énce looking through a dark doorway into the ruins 
of a room and seeing sitting there with an empty rice bowl in 
her hands, a woman who stared through the door to the street 
with eyes that did not seem to see me. And I thought of how mis- 


. erable, how utterly hopeless and forlorn life must be for one who 


perhaps had left here when the bombs were falling, when the fires 
were spreading, when the people were running and crying in ter- 
ror in the streefS, and come back to find all that she had known as 
home destroyed, and all that she had loved as father, mother, 
children or kinfolk, dead or disappeared. And now she, like a 
thousand others, lives here in desdlation and despair- amid ’the 


rats and mosquitoes, amid the ruins and the hunger, and the 


hopelessness. 


Later, when it was very dark, we turned up a little alley, and 
there in a street of ruined houses we heard the sound of music, 
wild and strange. Somebody was playing a victrola, somewhere 
there in the wreckage of the dark, and the sound of it was like all 
the sorrow and all the sadness, all the despair and utter hopeless- 
ness that this. once proud and living city had known. It was.the 
funeral dirge of Seoul. And across the street, in the moonlight, in 
the deserted lot of a tombstone cutter, stood the great stones he

WASHINGTON.—After considering various 
angles of the Mundt proposal for a coalition of 
‘conservative Southern Democrats and Repub- 
licans with a view to winning thé-next presidential election, the 
sober judgment of most Republican leaders appears to be veering 
away from the idea. 
The plan, uponsanalysis, has been shown to pose too many prob- 
lems to be practical. Many of them seem to be insurmountable. 
One of the first .questions to be decided concerns the name of 
coalition party. Obviously, lifelong Southern 


the proposed n 
Democrats wou find it difficult to accept a Republican label, 
while Republicams could not be expected to sacrifice the ancient 


party title to call themselves Democrats. 
6 But some of the more  vesiistic problems to be 
Civil Rights’ solved concern the basis of the proposed coa- 
lition. The suggestion that the Southerners join forces with the Re- 
publicans stems chiefly from the opposition of Dixie Democrats. to 
the Truman Fair Deal program, which embraces the controversial 
civil rights legislation. It was almost entirely because of tHat issue 
that four Southern states broke off in the Dixiecrat splinter move- 
ment last time. 
In order to make any appeal to Southern Democrats to join with 


them in a coalition in 1952 it would be necessary for the Repub- . 


licans to pass up the civil rights. question. Thoughtful GOP leaders 
are pointing out the disastrous consequences of such a course. 

Collier’s magazine carried. an article in a recent issue discussing 
the pros and cons of the plan, Representative Clifford P. Case, Re- 
publican of New Jersey, made the point that even if the Mundt pro- 
posal were adopted and resulted in most of the Southern states fall- 
ing in. line behind it, a GOP-Southern Democratic candidate for 
President would fail dismally in such important electoral vote 
states as New York, Pennsylvania, Michigan, Connecticut and a raft 
of others. 


What he undoubtedly had in mind was the 
Power Balance weight of the Negro vote, which is the bal- 
ance of power in many of the Eastern and Middle Western states. 


By teaming up with the Southerners and disregarding the civil 


rights issue the Republicans would be abandoning any hope of re- 
ceiving support from colored voters. 

The thing that gave rise to the Mundt: suggestion was the ef- 
fective coalition formed on occasions between Republicans and 
Southern Democrats to defeat Administration measures in Congress. 
It was reasoned that if the coalition could work there it might 
bring about the election of a President of its own choosing. . 

But the matter is hardly that simple. Many Southern Democrats 
who reserve the right to pursue an independent course in their 
votes in Congress would hesitate a long time before breaking with 
party tradition and supporting a Republican sponsored candidate 
for President. Usually in the past those who have done so hav e gone 
down to defeat in ‘subsequent elections.

Atlanta Gains Ground 


Georgia’s famed metropolis soon will embrace a large physical 
area after new areas of Fulton County are added under provisions 
of legislation enacted in the January General. Assembly. 

Thus, citizens who have enjoyed all of the benefits of Atlanta 
but now are nonresidents of the city will participate in the gov- 


‘ernment functions and share the responsibilities imposed by a 


municipality. 

Regardless of the eiinhbensl of living beyond the city limits 
many former nonresidents claimed, at the same time, they owed 
Atlanta something. Under the new order of things they will 
have a part in city government and in paying for services furnished 
by the municipality. 

When great numbers of intelligent, successful and influential 
citizens forsake a city to reside in the distant, outside areas, it 
opens the way for governmental weaknesses.

A New Attack on the UN 


WASHINGTON—A visible threat-is arising of a repeat performance, with some=- 


what revised script, of the 1920 battle over the League of Nations. This new’ iso- 


lationism is directed at the United Nations, just as the original isolationism was 

directed at the League of Nations, the first venture into collective security. 
Circumstances differ, of course. The Senate had refused to ratify the cqvenant 
| : of the League of Nations brought back from the Versailles peace conference by 
President Woodrow Wilson. The League became an issue in the 1920 presidential election thereafter. 
The Democratic Party ‘supported it, with some defections; the Republican Party opposed it, with 
some important defections, too. Republicans won and réturned to power. Our entry into the League 


was blocked. 

We are in ‘the United Nations. In fact, we 
led in its creation. The issue beginning to ap- 
pear now involves UN action—its first challenge 
to aggression, in Korea. That bold act, widely 
hailed. here and all over the free world at the 
time, riow is being questioned by the new iso- 
lationists. They are seeking to exploit the ne- 


gotiations for peace in Korea, because the UN 
has not achieved a complete victory militarily, 
in a way to throw discredit on the UN, itself, 


and its principles. hie 


_ It is not a direct attack on the UN. It is 

, an indirect attack by blaming President Tru- 

‘ man for taking the initiative originally in 
inducing the UN. to stand up and meet this 
clearly recognized aggression. But the ulti- 
mate target is the UN for we were acting 
under the UN charter to protect the in- 
tegrity of the world organization. 


Now we see the UN’s great battle to stop 
aggression, to protect its integrity, to establish 
the principle of collective security for which 
it was created. We see all that tarnished in a 
political attack that is defeatism of the worst 
sort. It could’ be dangerous to our own future 
security «and the pedce of the world. 

The pattern of the “new isolationism” began 
to appear recently. 

Senator Taft of Ohio spoke of the Korean 
challenge to-aggression as “a useless and ex- 
pensive war” and declared that President Tru- 
man “without any authority whatever plunged 
the United States into a costly war.” 

In his’ speech in Boston the other day, Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur said: 

“Now that the fighting has temporarily abated 
the outstanding impression which emerges from 
the scene is the utter uselessness of the enor- 
mous sacrifice in life and limb which has re- 
sulted.” 

The logic of these two influential figures is 
hard to grasp. Earlier in his Boston speech Gen- 
eral MacArthur had praised the UN’s action in 
challenging the aggression. He did so, too, in 
his speech here in Congress. Senator Taft like- 
wise approved it at the time and in his recent 
speech he also said that the Chinese Communist 
aggression “is peculiarly flagrant because it is 
‘against the United Nations.” So both publicly 


recognize the essential meaning of the UN ace 
“ tion and its necessity, and yet call it “useless.” 
That won’t parse. 


It is hardly conceivable that the Republi- 
can Party would follow Senator Taft into 
another 1920 attempt to turn back the pages 
of history, and almost unthinkable that the 
American people, after all their experience, 
would be so deluded. But these are times of 
emotional tensions, and. emotions and prej-_ 
udices can be stirred up sometimes beyond. 
belief. The UN must. continue forward, not 


backward, for the threat of aggression con- ; ie

Penicillin 
Search Centers 
At N. Y. Gardens

NEW YORK, July 31—(P)—A_ 
penicillin for polio is one of this 
year’s research hopes in the an- 
nual epidemic now threatening. | 


The new one won't be named! 
penicillin, if discovered, but it will 
come from the same source, the 
good earth, and it will act on the 
same principles. Like Penicillin, it 
will be an antibiotic. 


This.search centers at the New! 
York Botanical Gardens with) 
financial support of the Natiqnal) 
Foundation for Infantile Paralysis. 
Antibiotics are substances made 
by germs, molds and other~ in- 
visibly small organisms that in- 
habit the soil. These creatures 
produce chemicals for their own 
private use, to get their food Or 
defend their lives. 


TEDIOUS SEARCH 


Theoretically, these micro-or-, 
ganisms produce just about every 
chemical possible. It is virtually 
certain that somewhere there is 
a micro-family producing one that 
can kill the virus which causes 
polio. It may take a very long 
time, however, to find one that 
is also non-poisonous for human 
beings. 

The botanical gardens are mak- 
ing the tedious search in thousands 
of samples of soil, gathered from 
all over the earth and flown to 
New York. 

The Foundation is investing four, 
million dollars in: research this 
year, One project is a synthetic 
chemical to kill polio virus. This 
will be something you can take 
in a spoon or pill. It will kill 
polio virus in your stomach. 


FO BOLSTER SERUM 


A third chemical is ,sought to 
bolster the human strum that 
comes from the blood of polio 
patients, This serum has slight re- 
tarding effects on polio. The 
chemical, it is hoped, will add to 
the potency of the serum. 

Another research is on gamma 
globulins, the fraction of your 
blood containing the antibodies by 
which your body fights all sorts 
of infections, including polio. This 
globulin comes from Red Cross 
blood donations. It is the same 
globulin that made the famous 
wartime measles remedy. Someone 
may find the key to making glo- 
bulin work on polio. 

The hope for a polio vaccine is 
stfil vague. By the end of this 
year the National Foundation ex- 
pects the first step will have been 
completed in the vaccine program. '

In a short time, the commit- 
tee workers have signed the 
needed 30 percent, but they are 
waiting to get a healthy surplus” 
so there will be no question 
that the required number of 
names have been § solicited. 
When a bona fide petition is 
presented, a referendum is man- 
datory. But there will still be 
the campaigning to win the bel- 
loting. 

Joseph Tribble, chairman of 
the Jaycees’ governmental af- 
fairs, and another Jaycee leader, 
Attorney James Cheatham, said 
Savannah people are aroused 
and enthusiastic over home rule 

and a city manager. 

“Over 90 percent of the peo- 
ple contacted who were reg- 
istered voters signed our peti- 
tion,” Cheatham said. 


Mayor Fulmer told a Con- 
‘stitution reporter the squabble 
was “touchy business” and he 
didn’t want to be associated 
with it. 


But observers think the 
Mayor and a majority of coun- 
cil oppose Home Rule itself. 
If true, they are playing a strict- 
ly defensive game. 

Although a petition of “quali- 
fied voters” makes a home rule 
referendum mandatory, there 
are stumbling blocks that could 
be thrown in its path if the ad- 
ministration was so_ inclined. 
One would be lengthy chal- 
lenging the qualifying of names 
on the petition. 


Although the “Great Savan- 
nah Dehate” has quieted dur- 
ing the period of petition sign- 
ing, one sally exploded which 
may point up the crux of the 
Home Rul- controversy. 


A spokesman for the Jaycees 
said they feared that a city 
manager plan introduced in the 
Legislature might be an “un- 
friendly” one. Sen. Grayson, an 
ardent oppohent of Home Rule, 
replied that such a charge was 
“premature.” 

The Jaycees are willing to 
wade through a big battle. 

Cheatham and Tribble said: 

“We've gained a lot of experi- 
ence and we know where we 
want to go,”

Vitamins are so new that research men ha t had time to 
adequately determine whether or not such a thing’as an overdose 
was possible and what the effects would be. Now comes word from 
the Nutrition Foundation of a study reporting that it is possible 
to get an overdose of vitamins and probably a good reason why 
you should not take it upon yourself to prescribe them or to take 
them indiscriminately. Studies with children on excessive vitamin 
A intake shows many toxic results. Most of the overdosage was the 


result of the enthusiasm of the parents for vitamins for the , 


children or the failure to measure accurately the amount pre- 
scribed by the physician. Greater caution, says the Foundation, must 
be taken so there is no misunderstanding as to dosage and form of 
vitamin supplementation, and so that overenthusiasm for vitamin 
administration on the part of those caring for children does not 
lead to detrimental results. :

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Don’t Be a Market Menace - 


By YOLANDE GWIN 
Are you a tomato masher? 
Do you shuffle the packages of 
luncheon meats? 


Do you buy something perish- 


able and return it the next day 
asking for a refund? Do you 
snitch grapes, bite apples, peel 
bananas? | 

If you do, and if you do a lot 
of other things which are the 
despair of the food store man- 
ager and a financial loss to the 
company, then you have very, 
very bad market manners and 
the storekeepers have already 
stamped you as The Market 
Menace. So watch your market 
manners. 

It’s not a funny story, thesé 
actions of customers. In retail 
stores the loss in both merchan- 
dise and money runs high. 


Only one store manager in- 
terviewed (a private owner) 
said these were just shoppers’ 
habits and they shouldn’t be 
criticized. 

“Ninety-five per cent of the 
customers who sample food 
buy some, so I don’t mind it 
at all. Of course, I lose a bit, 
but I figure if I put some of 

¢ my good merchandise out for 
samples it’s good advertising. 
People just naturally pick on 
things and I think the men are 
the worst offenders in this 
line. The women usually know 
what they want,” he said. 

The tomato pinchers and sam- 
plers are old irks on the list of 
store managers. At one super- 
market the other day, the man- 
ager said: 


“Many men shoppers protest 


the prices and always want to 
buy the product for the same 
price as another store offers it. 


Then there aré women who bring 
their children, take'a package of 
cookies from the racks and let 
the children start eating. When 
they arrive at the check-out 
stand, it’s hard to know if the 
customer has bought them or if 
the child brought them from 
home.” 

One of the clerks at the market 
counter in another super market 
said: “Cartons of cottage cheese 
get the worst treatment. Buyers 
don’t seem to care how much the 
tops are broken in and punched 
through. The next customer 
won't buy it, it sours and it’s a 
loss. Little boys are offenders 
at meat counters for they all 
seem to delight in puiling the 
colored labels off meat pack- 
ages.” 

Packages of cake, loaves of 
broad and cookies all are given 
the tear treatment by some cus- 
tomers who examine the mer- 
chandise to check the freshness. 

An official of one chain store 
ate said that the greatest loss 

owever was in produce for 
damaged goods in this line could 
not be “patched” and sold the 
following day. 


An independent market 
owner said that the worst 
trouble he had with customers 
was with eggs and meat. 

- “People will insist on open- 
ing cartons of eggs,” he said. 
“Tf they don’t buy them, they 
leave the carton open, and the 


round of the store and decide 
before they get to the check- 
out counter they don’t want 
it. Instead of returning it to 
the counter, they will hide it 
on seme counter or behind a 
stand of food. The next day 
when’: it’s found it’s spoiled 
and has to be thrown away.” 


Children contribute their sHare 
of bad shopping manners too. 
One of their delights, said a 
manager, is to take one of the 


shopping carts, give it a push to-- 


ward the others stacked for cus- 
tomers and start them rolling 
down the aisles. Then I’ve seen 
them play ball with the lemons 
and potatoes; take bites- from 
apples and even take sections of 
ice cream and eat then when 
their parents weren’t looking. 
Customers who want to ,argue 
about the cost of the items is an 
everyday affair and so ar@those 
who contest the total amount. 
They seldom win, because the 
adding machine doesn’t lie.

TOKYO, Wednesday, Aug. -— 


ers returned to the North Korean 
capital of Pyongyang in day and 
night attacks Tuesday, fellowing 
up their massive assault of the 
day before with attacks on Com- 
munist supply bases.
